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Planning Commission study session, meeting tonight 



The Planning Commission study session, orig¬ 
inally scheduled for last Thursday, has been re¬ 
scheduled for this evening, Thursday, July 21, at 
6 p.m. at the City Council chambers. 

The study session, concerning the hillside or¬ 
dinance which will include “add tos,” changes and 
tightening up of existing hillside codes, was post¬ 
poned at 2 p.m. last Wednesday, after the Sierra 
Madre News was printed, and, therefore. The News 
was unable to inform the community of the 
change. 

The regular Planning Commission meeting this 
evening at 7:30 p.m., the usual time, has an 
ambitious agenda. It seems like half the residents 
of the town want to add onto their homes. 

One continued public hearing, a side and rear 
yard variance by Mark Fasick at 10 Rancho, 
precedes the other public hearings. Staff suggests 
approval with conditions of detailing the gate and 
requesting an electronic gate opener. 

Among the latter are 12 items with a variety of 
variances from carports, dwelling construction, 
modifications, fence and yard variances. 

Anthony G. Davenport at 258 N. Mountain 
Trail Ave. wants a side yard variance to create 
a second story storage area and shed dormer. The 
Planning Department recommends approval. 


John Clark at 367 Adams is looking for a 
parcel map toward a two-lot subdivision and the 
Planning Commission will probably approve the 
Tentative Parcel Map No. 20008 to the city 
engineer. 

Brian and Phyllis McGoldrick at 665 Oak Crest 
Drive wish to construct a three-car carport and 
storage area and need side and front yard variances. 
The Planning Department recommends that this be 
continued to the next regular meeting. 

The Planning Department recommends appro¬ 
val of Tentative Parcel Map No. 20043 which 
allows applicant Joseph Cahill at 349-351 Grove a 
parcel Map for a two-lot subdivision. 

Richard Goodman at 349 Grove requests a 
side yard variance to construct a dwelling and the 
Planning Department recommends the variance be 
granted as conditioned in the staff report. 

Planning Department recommends approval of 
a side yard variance to construct a second story 
addition, requested by Renald-Hans and Diana 
Strobel of 807 Skyland Dr. 

Park Place Homeowners at 500-506 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. are asking for a modification of their 
existing Conditional Use Permit and the Planning 
Department urges continuance to the next meeting. 

Approval of variances is recommended by the 


Sierra Madre Planning Department concerning 
Michael P. Feller’s fence height variance at 401 
N. Sunnyside. 

Richard and Susan McCoppin at 190 Olivera 
Lane are asking for a front and side yard variance 
to construct a new garage and it is recommended 
for approval. 

The Planning Department recommends approval 
of a variance for Jack and Maude Taylor at 645 
Fairview Ave. to construct a guest house and 
studio building. The department notes the recorda¬ 
tion of a covenant limiting the guest house to be 
as defined without a kitchen and not rented or 
separately occupied. 

Carlos Mendez at 181 N. Sunnyside Ave. re¬ 
quests a rear yard variance to construct a swim¬ 
ming pool and it is recommended to be granted. 

Nick List at 686 Woodland Drive will ask the 
Planning Commission to grant him a front and 
rear yard variance to construct a second story 
addition. He is also asking for a parking variance. 
The Planning Department recommends that the 
project be confirmed approval pending the con¬ 
ditions as stipulated in the staff report and the 
hearing be continued to show submitted drawings 
of both the structure and parking to the next 
regular Planning Commission meeting. 


City Council/Chamber board plan activities 


NEW POLICEMAN INVESTIGATES POLE

stalled by the end of July. As of Tuesday, 
the suspect had not been caught.

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Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce members 
agreed to contact owners of property bordering on 
the Mariposa Parking Project, currently being 
negotiated, to urge them to sign their owner par¬ 
ticipation agreements at the joint meeting of the 
City Council and the Chamber of Commerce. The 
meeting took place last Wednesday. 

The chamber has 67 active members with 24 
associates, a number. Chamber President Cecilia 
Larson said, was a typical percentage of other 
chambers in the valley. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai indicated that the agree¬ 
ment with the Mariposa owners precedes any 
other action. Phase 1 includes redecoration of the 
parking lot and Phase II would create a pedestrian 
way in the area on the southern side of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. between Sanwa Bank east to Renaissance 
Plaza. 

Owners include Sanwa bank property. Hopper 
property, Marik and Johnson property, that of Sam 
Perloff, and Renaissance Plaza owned by Eva Lee. 

City Administrator Jim McRea and Main 
Street Project Coordinator Ron Hutson were set to 
meet with Jackson and Ma^ik, the co-owners of 


property now housing American Freedom Coali¬ 
tion. The property is currently up for sale. 

Willdan anu Associates representative A1 Warot 
and Hutson planned to meet with Perloff soon. 

Hutson and Chamber of Commerce member 
David May are working on a survey to be sent to 
merchants in the community concerning topics such 
as types of businesses needed in Sierra Madre 
and service needed. 

Chamber Director Judy Webb-Martin suggested 
that the same survey be sent to the entire com¬ 
munity. 

Chamber members urged the City Council to 
raise filming fees so that the city could make 
more money. Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow re¬ 
minded everyone that the council had hired a 
consultant. Management Services Institute, to in¬ 
vestigate the city’s fee schedule tor possible aug¬ 
mentation. 

Both bodies agreed that a higher fee might 
bring in a higher caliber of filming company. 

When asked by Mayor Clem Bartolai if it is 
worth the chamber’s time to handle filming. 


Chamber President Larson reported that $8000 of 
the budget had come from filming. She said, yes, 
filming was definitely worth the trouble. 

Mayor Bartolai suggested that the chamber take 
an active hand in attracting businesses into the com¬ 
munity. “It’s one link, perhaps something the 
chamber could do.’’ 

May said, “When a business building is vacant 
the chamber could contact the owner and ask 
what type of business the landlord is looking for.” 

There was a brief discussion concerning whether 
or not the council could augment retail business 
downtown by restricting upstairs or backdoor areas 
for service businesses. 

Bartolai said, “Four to five years ago 1 ap¬ 
proached the council (as a member of the 
council) on that very item and hit on it for 
two meetings. Three voters didn’t agree . . . Present¬ 
ly it has not been run by this council yet.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow said, “I’d like to see 
that on the council agenda.” 

City Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan noted 
that Temple City has passed such a law and that

possibilities 

Since our town is the kind in which 
people get involved, it might be of interest 
to hear about an innovative program that 
is serving as a catalyst for community 
beautification nationwide through the 
manpower of neighborhood volunteers 
armed with a familiar product — paint. 

The name of the program is “Picture 
it Painted.” Sponsored by the Na'Jonal Paint 
arKf Coatings Association (MPCA), the 
eight-year-old campaign has brought a 
free coat of paint to hundreds of buildings 
rartgirrg from inner-city housing to national 
landmarks. 

Typically, the projects start at the 
grass-roots level, drawing volunteer paint¬ 
ers from the community, supplied with 
materials donated by the local paint in¬ 
dustry. It’s not uncommon to find city 
employees sharing a ladder with church- 
club members. In addition to revitalizing 
important community facilities, participants 
report that these efforts are a lot of fun 
and have strengthened their sense of 
community prirle.

Historical memories... 

In a recent issue of 
The News, nostalgia 
.stirred, when I saw the 
picture of the small 
Pacific Electric 
street car, better known 
at the time as the “Din- 
kie.” It was barely the 
size of a San Francisco 
cable car. It’s short 
wheel base made it easy 
for a small group of 
prankishly, exuberant 
high school students to 
all but rock it off the 
tracks. 

At one time 1 really 
thought it was going to 
happen. In its years of 
service, it transported 
thousands of students 
to their respective schools. 
If you look closely at the 
picture, the sign 
reads, Lamanda Park. 
At one time anything 
east of Sierra Madre Blvd 
and Colorado was 
Lamanda Park. It is now 
known as East Pasadena. 


This one-man car 
was completely con¬ 
trolled by a crank-line 
instrument that could 
start, accelerate, 
stop and open and close 
the doors. You might 
say it was a symmetrical 
in amost every respect. 
From a distance the 
position of the trolley 
was the one sure way to 
tell in what direction it 
was traveling. 

At the end of his run, 
the conductor-motorman 
would simply stop, flag 
the seats in the opposite 
direction, get out, swing 
the trolley around so it 
would be pointing away 
from the car, insert the 
crank in its proper place, 
which three minutes be¬ 
fore had been the back 
was now the front of 
the car “and away we’d 
go.”
